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INTRODUCTION 



The Alaska Legislature in its Fiscal Year 89 authorization, directed the State 
Department of Education to prepare annual profiles on each school district. In its 
directive the Legislature wrote: 

It is the intent of the Legislature that the Department of Education 
will implement a data management system including but not limited to 
profiles of school districts which include data on school operations, 
facilities, programs, students and personnel. 

In compliance, the Department assembled this publication which will be update J 
annually. This information is intended to add to the statewide knowledge base and 
understanding of education in Alaska. 

The summary of data in this publication represents only a small portion of the 
statistics contained in the Department's computerized data management system. 
The District Profile Data Base is a compendium of information gathered from 
numerous sources. For example, the financial data is gathered trom the audited 
financial reports submitted by school districts in November following each school 
year. The staff and student data is gathered from enrollment and staff reports 
submitted by each school distnct annually, in compliance with state and federal 
requirements. Other background data, such as employment statistics and population, 
are gathered from official state and federal government sources. 

The data in this publication are displayed under six major subject headings within 
each district: 



-Background 

-Operating Revenues and Expenditures 
•Funding Community Summary 
-Student Characteristics 
•Staff Ratios and Statistics 
-Staff and Student Demographics 



The reader should note that the Aleutian East School District is not included in these 
profiles as it was not an established school district in FY 89. It will be included in next 
year's report. Correspondingly, Sand Point arid King Cove are included as separate 
districts in these profiles, which was their status in FY 89 prior to being included in 
the new Aleutian E**c* School District.

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A. The figures displayed are 1988-1989 audited Operati tg Revenues and Operating 
Expenditures only. These data depict the financial characteristics of each 
district's general operations and show the costs to operate schools in the district. 
Audited data are available six months after the close of each school year. The 
1 989-1 990 data will be available in the fall of 1 990 and will form the basis of next 
year's report. 

B. The totals do not include federal supplemental grant funds or restricted use funds 
such as the Migrant Program, Chapter I, or Handicapped Program funds, 
because these funds are supplemental to a district's normal operations and are 
restricted in their use. 

C . Those districts reporting revenue fund "transfers" have had those sums included 
in the "Other (State)" revenue category. 

D. City and borough district 'Tuition" totals areincluded as "Other (State)" revenue. 

E. The "$ per ADM" column represents Average Daily Membership in grades K-1 2 
only. Districts that included expenditures for pre-elementary or other students 
outsides these grades are not being given credit in the ADM for the numbers of 
those students. Therefore, expenditures per student in those districts are slightly 
inflated.

FUNDING COMMUNITY SUMMARY 



Funding Communities are financial reporting agencies set up under the Alaska 
Administrative Code as part of the Public School Foundation Program. 




In this section of the report, district operated correspondence study programs are 
listed as separate Funding Communities, so that their enrollments could be shown 
accurately. However, according to state law, Centralized Correspondence Programs 
are assigned to the attendance center with the highest Average Daily Membership. 
Accordingly, the total count of funding communities appearing in the "Background" 
section does not include the correspondence programs.

STUDENT CHARACTERISTICS 



Student data are reported in several different ways. 




A. The Average Daily Membership number at the top of the second page of the 
profile may differ from the total enrollment listed in the previous Funding 
Community Summary section. Average Daily Membership (ADM) is based on 
an average of counts taken each day over a prescribed twenty day period while 
enrollment is a single day count. 



B. Poverty level data are not universally available for all districts. Most poverty data 
is obtained from the number of students who quaRfiel for the Federal Government's 
free and reduced lunch program. When a District did not participate, a poverty 
estimate was obtained, '1 available, from the Department of Education Chapter 
I records. 

C. The item "Special Neeos" is a total of those students reported by the districts in 
three classifications: "Resources", "Self Contained", or "Intensive". 

D. Vocational Education is offered only in grades nine through twelve and 
consequently, is shown as a percentage of the enrollment for those four grades 
only.

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A. Staff totals are displayed as Full Time Equivalents (FTE). Often a staff member 
will work part time In some positions which result In some FTE numbers 
appearing as fractions, even In such areas as sex and ethnicity, 

B. The definition of "full time" may vary from district to district, particularly for 
Instructional Aides. For example, some districts define a work day as a five and 
a half hour day while others define a work day as an eight hour day. 



STAFF AND STUDENT DEMOGRAPHICS 




A. The combination of student and staff demographics includes a category "Not 
identified" which refers to the unavailability of ethnic information for these 
individuals. 

B. The student demographics shown hire, u nder the column "Student Enrollment" 
are head counts, while the "Total" is Full Time Equivalents. Therefore there may 
be slight variations in totals, 

C. The term "District Administrators and Specialists" includes Superintendents and 
Assistant Superintendents, as well as other staff such as counselors and 
librarians who provide support services. 

Beginning on page 1 23 is a glossary of terms I h ted in alphabetical order. The reader 
is encouraged to refer to this glossary for additional explanation of data elements 
included in these profiles. 
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METHODOLOGY 



All data gathered for this publication were either submitted to the Department of 
Education in official reports from the school districts, or in the case of background 
information, taken from reports published by official State and Federal sources. 
Therefore, this data base is a compendium of data originally gathered elsewhere 
and brought together for this display. 

Columns containing percentages lave been computed from the figures provided to 
the Department by the school tfstricts, but may not total 100% duo to rounding. 

Not every district participates in every program displayed here. Therefore, some 
districts have areas of blank data fields, which indicates either the district does not 
participate in the program or did not report the particular data.

GLOSSARY OF TERMS 



Admlnlatratlvs Expenditures 

This category includes such Hems as salaries lor support staff, communications, some employee 
benefits and travel. 

Adults with High School Diploma 

The U.S.Bureau of Census publishes this data as "% of persons 25 and over completing four 
years High School or more", from the 1 980 Census. The State Department of Labor's most recent 
estimates indicate that Alaska's statewide high school completion rete may now be as high as 

90.5%. 

AIITsschsrs 

This term refers to a summary ol those certified teachers in remedial or consulting roles to meet 
special needs ol students, itinerant teachers r r visiting teachers and regular classroom teachers. 
Information reported is based upon full time equivalents. 

Arss Com DHfsrsntlal 

A ratio adjusting lor the dHfering costs of operation between the various school districts, as 
codHled In 1987 In AS 14.17.051. 

Attsndancs Csntsrs 

Attendance Centers are defined in Alaska Education Regulations as "a school operated by a 
district, serving one or more grade levels of students..." (4 AAC 09.105). 

Blllngual/Blcuhural Studsnts 

The number ol students who are determined by a district to bb bilingual as required by Alaska 
State Regulation 4 AAC 34.050 and reported to the Department of Education in early November 
of each year. 

Building Administrators 

Generally the Principals and Assistant Principals/This category also includes a pro-rata portion 
ol those staff categorized as Head Teachers. Their numbers are reported to the Department ol 
Education In the Staff Accounting Report due to the Department of Education by October 1 5 of 
each year. 

Chaptsr I Prog, am Studsn ts 

Students enrolled in a program to meet the needs cf economically deprived and underachieving 
children, ot ->f neglected or delinquent children. Their numbers are reported by individual districts 
by the end ol each fiscal year. 

Clsssroom Tsschsrs 

A regular, certified classroom instructor with attendant duties as described in the instructions for 
the Staff Accounting Report due to Department ol Education Irom each District by October 1 5 
ol each year. Information reported Is based upon lull time equivalents. 

District Administrators and Spsdsllsts 

School district officials and special services personnel such as counselors and librarians, involved 
In operating and supporting the schools. These data are reported to the Department of Education 
hy October 15 of each year In the Staff Accounting Report 

Blsctlon District 

The State ol Alaska is divided Into fourteen Senate election districts at id twenty-seven House 
election dlstri its creating seats lor forty State Representatives arid twenty State Senators. 

Foundation Rsvsnuss 

Those revenues accruing to the school district frcm the State Government and based on a 
lormuta which guarantees each district $60,000 per instructional unit, taking Into consideration 
Federal sources, local contributions and area cost differentials. Instructional Units are defined 
In Alaska Statutes 1 4. 1 7.041-47. These data are available from District audHs as submitted to 
the Department in early November of each year. 
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Funding Communities 

Each school district is divided into funding communities, which are financial reporting entities as 
defined by Alaska Administrative Code (AAC) Title 4 09.005 which gives consideration to centralization 
and to age and grade levels involved In this report, district operated correspondence study programs 
are listed as separate Funding Communities although according to slate law they are assigned to the 
attendance center with the highest Average DaHy Membership. The total count of funding 
communities appearing in the Background section does not include the correspondence 
programs. 

Gifted/Talented Students 

Those students identified as exceptional, as defined in AS 14.30.350, and warranting special 
advanced instruction, as required In 4 AAC 52.1 40 and reported for Foundation funding. 

Govemence 

Alaska is comprised of a mixture ol governing bodies, alt of which affect the school districts There 
are eleven Organized Boroughs, three Unified Home Rule Municipalities, one hundred forty- 
seven Incorporated Communities and twenty-one Regional Education Attendance Areas. 

High School Greduetes 

Those students receiving a High School Diploma or a certificate of completion during the school 
year. 

Inetrvcttonet Aides 

These are classified personnel in teaching assistance roles, and these numbers include those 
positions funded by supplemental grants and restricted use funds. They are reported to the 
Department of Education in the Classified Staff Report due on October 1 5 of each year. 

Instruction*! Expenditure* 

Instructional Expenditures include those expenditures for: Regular Instruction, Vocational 
Education, Correspondence Study. Special Education, Gifted and Talented Education and 
BHinguat-BJcuttural Education. This category excludes categorical funds restricted in use. 

Instruction*! Units 

This basic unit of measure upon which the State School Foundation Program funding is based is 
calculated from student Average Daily Membership Identified for grade levels K through 1 2, with 
additional weighting for vocational, special education, gifted/talented and bilngual programs, 
according to AS 14.17.04147. 

Locsl Source* Revenue 

The city and borough school districts are, under State law, required to contribute the lesser 
amount of : ( 1 ) the equivalent of funds generated by a four mHI tax levy based on the full and true 
value of the taxable real and personal properly in the school district; or (2) 35 percent of a school 
district's basic need from the preceding school year. These data a;e available from the District 
audits submitted by individual districts to the Department in November cf ?»cn year. 

Mlgrent Education Students 

Students whose education has been disrupted by physical displacement, as defined by federal 
program regulations. Districts report to the State Program Director each fiscal year. 

Native Corporations 

There are twelve private Regional Native Corporations. They were created in 1 971 by the Alaska 
Native Claims Settlement Act. 

Operation* and Maintenance Expenses 

Operations and Maintenance of Plant expenses includes such items as electric, janitorial 
services, painting and repairs. 

Other Expenditures 

Those expenditures not classified in the above mentioned accounts which included Community 
Services, Fund Transfers and Pupil Activities. 

Other (Federal) Revenue 

That Federal Revenue other than PL 874 revenue, such as indirect cost revenue for administration 
of grants, as described in the Chart of Accounts and reported by the districts, in their annual audit 
to the State Department of Education in early November of each year. 
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Othar (State) Ravanua 

State ; evenues which cannot be classified in the nine other state revenue categories as described 
in the Chart of Accounts and include such items as legislative grants,etc. These data are reported 
by th« districts In their annual audHs received by the Department of Education In early November 
of each year. 

P$r Capita lncom0 

The U.S. Bureau of Economic Analysis estimates per capita income data in April, using U S. 
Census Bureau population estimates for the population component and income data from the 
Internal Revenue Service and other wage and salary information sources, such as the Current 
Population Survey and economic models. Census area per capita income levels have been 
applied to the school district level where necessary. Current information Is a derivative of 1 980 
census data, 

Parnate* ADM 

Percent ol Average Dairy Membership is derived by drvkfng the Full Time Equivalent student 
numbers for that category of service by the Average DeJfy Membership. 

PL-974 R0V9HU0 

Federal Law PL-874, Impact Aid to Education, provides federal funds to school districts for 
children ol parents living ancVor working on federal property as an "in feu of local tax revenue**, 
inducing land conveyed to Native Corporations under the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act. 
UnoVrt Federal law the State may deduct a portion of these revenues from trie State*s aid to school 
districts so long as the State insures equality In fundng to all students across the state. These 
data are available from the District's audit submitted by each individual district to the Department 
In November of each year. 

Population 

The State Department of Labor generates population estimates annually in September, based 
upon the 1980 U.S.Census, and modified by such sources as school enrollments. Internal 
Revenue Service, migration data. Vital Statistics and Alaska Permanent Fund data 

Povarty Laval Studanta 

The number of students whoquaWledfor the federal fiee and reduced lunch program, as reported 
to the State Department of Education in November. Because not ail districts choose to participate 
in the program, a poverty estimate obtained from Department of Education Chapter I records is 
used, when available, for non-participants, and In some cases supplemented by best 
estimates supplied by the dstrict. 

Pupil staff Ratio 

This number is computed by drvidtog the student Average Dairy Membership by the number of 
Fun Time Equivalent positions in each category, as reported to the Department m the Staff 
Accounting Report. 

Pupil Support Expandlturaa 

This financial total inch :des the c A penses incurred in pupil support activities such as school office, 
health, library and student activities - usually not related to direct Instruction. 

Spaclal Naada Studanta 

The total number ol student , who are identilied in needol specis! c ?■ ication assistance as delined 
in 4.AAC.52.130 and grouped in three Special Education categories: Resources. Sett- 
Contained and Intensive, from the School Foundation Report due to the Department In 
November ol each year. 

Staff Avaraga Yaara Expartanca 

Experience for teachers and administrators refers to their experience In that category only, as 
reported by each individual school dstrict. 

Staff Damographlca 

Staff dat i on sex and ethnicity is reported in Full Time Equivalents. This information is provided 
by districts to the Department by October of each year. 
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Student Avenge Deity Membership 

Average Daily Membership is the average number of students enrolled over a twenty day period 
on a full time equivalent basis, as specified by AS 1 4 17 160. Reported to the Department in the 
District's Initial Foundation Report by the end of the second week following the fourth Friday 
in October and updated at mid year if an Increase in enrollment has occurred 

Student Demographics 

Student i ace and ethnicity is extrrcted from the annual Student Ethnicity and Enrollment Report 
prepared by individual districts and reported to tne Department of Education by October 15 of 
each year.
